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‘The Cabinet and Parliament 


In order to arrive at a pera understanding of forms and functions of 
government in Canada it is first of all necessary to have a cor@ct apprecia- 
tion of the relation which the Cabinet of Ministers has to Parliament. It 
is a common error for people to call upon the Cabinet, or Government, as 
itis popularly termed, to-do certain things and take certain action which it 
has no power to do and which power rests exclusively with Parliament tself, 

It will perhaps lead to/a clearer conception of the functions of the 
Cabinet, or Government, if it is likened to a board of directors of a Com- 
pany wth Parliament as representing the whole body of shareholders. All 
the rights, privileges and powers of a Joint Stock Company are conferred 
upon the.sharecholders. These shareholders select from among their own 
number a board of directors to whom is entrusted the management and ad- 
ministration of the Company’s business. The directors make rules and 
regulations for the management of the business, choose the employees, and 
constitute the active directing head of the business.~ They make recom- 
mendations and reports to the sharcholders, and so-long as they enjoy the 
confidence and support of a majority of the sharcholders they govern and 
direct the Company’s affairs. But énce the directors,lose the confidence 
and support of the shareholders, they are replaced’ by others possessing 
that confidence and support. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the directors can only exercise such 
powers as have been conferred upon them by the shareholders. In other 
words, the directors are but a committee of the shareholders. So, too, is 
the Cabinet merely an exccutive and administrative committee of Parlia- 
ment, and it is restricted to the exercise of such powers as Parliament has 
delegated to and conferred upon it. Parliament alone can pass laws; the 
Cabinet cannot do so, Hence Governments are. frequently asked by in- 
dividuals and delegationssto do things which they cannot do because the 
Acts passed by Parliament do not authorize such action. 

The Cabinet has the power to make regulations for the proper carrying 
out and administration of Acts passed by Parliament and to issue Orders- 
in-Council under those Acts, but it cannot vary the provisions of the Acts 
nor go beyond the powers conferred by the Acts. The Government, too, 
is restricted in the expenditure of money to the amount voted by Parlia- 
ment, except in cases of emergency arising when Parliament is not in ses- 
sion. In such cases a special warrant of the Governor-in-Council must be 
issued to cover such unforeseen expenditure, and immediately upon the re- 
assembling of Parliament in session, such expenditure must be reported to 
and approved by it. © If such approval is refused, the Government must 
resign. In like manner, should an amount in excess of any appropria- 
tion made by Parliament be expended, a supplementary estimate must be 
obtained from Parliament to cover such over-expenditure. 

Acting as the executive and administration committee of Parliament, 
the Cabinet Ministers constitue the advisers of the Crown, and the Minis- 
ters are responsible to Parliament for all such advice tendered. If the ad- 
vice is bad, the Ministers, not the Crown, must suffer the consequences. 
Furthermore, the Crown is precluded from accepting advice from any other 
source. Should such advice be tendered, it is the duty of the Crown to 
submit it to the Prime Minister as head of the Government, and the Gov- 
ernment, not the Crown, is responsible for its final acceptance or rejection. 

What is here outlined in regard to the Dominion Government and Par- 
llament applies in like manner to the Provincial Governments and the Legis- 
lative Assembly. 

The analogy drawn above between the board of directors of a Conipeny. 
and the sharcholders on the one hand, and the Cabinet and Parliament on 
the other, is not absolutely correct, because whereas in Company Manage- 
ment the sharcholders possess all the power, Parliament is but repres:nta- 
tive of the people who, in the last analysis, are the shareholders of Canada, 
and the people are, therefore, the final court of appeal in all matters of gov- 
ernment. However, the people delegate their powers to their representa- 
tives in Parliament and, therefore, to all intents and purposes, the analogy 
holds good, 

In the hext article in this series consideration will be given to the divi- 
sion of authority between the Dominion and the Provinces, a division which 
is frequently the cause of misunderstanding leading to demands on Provin- 
cial Governments and Legislatures for action in regard to matters over

‘The Cabinet and Pickiament 


In order to arrive at a cleat understanding of forms and functions of 
government in Canada it is first of all necessary to have a correct apprecia- 
tion of the relation which the Cabinet of Ministers has to Parliament. It 
is a cOmmon error for people to call upon the Cabinet, or Government, as 
it ig popularly termed, to do certain things and take certain action which it 
has no power to do and which power rests exclusively with Parliament tself. 

It will perhaps lead to a clearer conception of the functions of the 
Cabinet, or Government, if it is likened to a board of directors of a Com- 
pany wth Parliament as representing the whole body of shareholders. All 
the rights, privileges and powers of a Joint Stock Company are conferred 
upon the shareholders, These shareholders select from among their own 
number a board of directors to whom is entrusted the management and ad- 
ministration of the Company’s business. The directots make rules and 
regulations for the management of the business, choose the employces, and 
constitute the active directing head of the business. They make recom- 
mendations and reports to the sharcholders, and so long as they enjoy the 
confidence and support of a majority of the shareholders they’govern and 
direct the Company’s affairs. But once the directors lose the confidence 
and support of the shareholders, they are replaced by others possessing 
that confidence and support. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the directors can only exercise such 
powers as have been conferred upon them by the shareholders. Ih other 
words, the directors are but a committee of the shareholders. So, too, is 
the Cabinet merely an executive and administrative committee of Parlia- 
ment, and it is restricted to the ex¢rcise of such powers as Parliament has 
delegated to and conferred upon it. Parliament alone can pass laws; the 
Cabinet cannot\do so. Hence Governments are frequently asked by in- 
dividuals and delegations to do things which they canfiot do because the 
Acts passed by Parliament do not authorize such action. 

The Cabinet has the power to make regulations for the proper carrying 
out and administration of Acts passed by Parliament and to issue Orders- 
in-Council under those Acts, but it cannot vary the provisions of the Acts 
nor go beyond the powers conferred by the Acts. The Government, too, 
is restricted in the expenditure of money to the amount voted by Parlia- 
ment, except in cases of ¢mergency arising when Parliament is not in ses- 
sion. In such cases a special warrant of the Governor-in-Council must be 
issued to cover such unforeseen expenditure, and immediately upon the ré- 
assembling of Parliament in session, such expenditure must be reported to 
and-approved by it. If such approval is refused, the Government must 
resign. In like manner, should an amount in excess of any. appropria- 
tion made by Parliament be expended, a-supplementary estimate must be 
obtained from Parliament to cover such over-expenditure. ; 

Acting as the executive and administration committee of Parliament, 
the Cabinet Ministers constitue the advisers of the Crown, and the Minis- 
ters are responsible to Parliament for all such advice tendered. If the ad- 
vice is bad, the Ministers, not the Crown, must suffer the consequences. 
Furthermore, the Crown is precluded from accepting advice from any other 
source. Should such advice be tendered, it is the duty of the Crown to 
submit it to the Prime Minister as head of the Government, and the Gov- 
ernment, not the Crown, is responsible for its final acceptance or rejection. 

What is here outlined in regard to the Dominion Government and Par- 
lament applies in like manner to the Provincial Governments and the Legis- 
lative Assembly. 

The analogy drawn above between the board of directors of a Company 
and the shareholders on the one hand, and the Cabinet and. Parliament on 
the other, is not absolutely correct, because whereas in Company Manage- 
ment the shareholders possess al] the power, Parliament is but repres: nta- 
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tive of the people who, in the last analysis, are the shareholders of Canada, 


and the people are, therefore, the final court of appeal in all matters of gov- 
ernment, However, the people delegate their powers to their representa- 
tives in Parliament and, therefore, to all intents and purposes, the analogy 
holds good, 

In the hext article in this series consideration will be given to the divi- 
sion of authority between the Dominion and the Provinces, a division which 
is frequently the cause of misunderstanding leading to demands on Provin- 
cial Governments and Legislatures for action in regard to matters over 
which they have no control but which come within the sole jurisdiction of

When Meteors Hit the Earth | 


Meteor Made a Hole Which Is 560 


Feet Deep and Three-quarters of 
A Mile Across. 


The earth gains weight at the rate 
of about seevnty pounds per minute. 
In a year the accumulation is 11,435 
tons. This increase comes sifting 
down, mainly in the shape of fine dust 
from the meteors, which are constant- 
ly striking our atmosphere and get- 
ting burnt. up into small particles. 
Sometimes a meteor comes along that 
is too big to burn up. Some years 
ago one exploded over Iowa and lat- 
er there were picked up over 5,000 
pieces, some running ‘to 437 pounds in 
weight. The biggést meteor that 
is known~to have hit the earth fell at 
Coon Mountain, Arizona. It made a 
hole which even now is 560 feet deep 
three-quarters of a mile across. 
The meteor itself is buried no one 
knows how far below.

CHINA’S CRY FOR 
HELP 


Latest news from China indicate a 
much larger area famine stricken than 
was at first anticipated. Five Provinces 
are affected, in which Missionaries give 
heartrending descriptions of conditions. 
The present distress, keen as it is, is but 
a suggestion of the awful agony through 
which North China must pass before the 
Winter is over. The task of relief is so 
colossal that business men are considering 
what can be done to measure up to meet 
so appalling a calamity. It is being felt 
that the Dominion Government should 
take it up. Recent dispatches reveal a 
situation so terrible as to be almost incred- 
ible. One writer states - ‘‘ It is not pos- 
sible to exaggerate the present conditions 
in China,’’ 

The Government of China has sent the 
following message to the Chinese Consul- 
General at Ottawa-‘‘Over one hundred 
thousand localities are affected, millions 
of people are destitute and dying of fam- 
ine. This is the biggest famine seen for 
forty years. Relief fund is urgently need- 
ed.’’ The American Ambassador at Pekin 
has cabled similar_reports, adding that 
an international committee composed of 
men from the various foreign Legations 
has been organised for relief work. 

The Presbyterian Church in Canada 
has cabled two sums of $5.000 each, but 
what is that among so many? 

At a meeting of the local committee, 
held in Knox Church, Calgary, on the 
6th instant, it was reported that $200 had 
been subscribed in Alberta. It is felt 
that when the public are seized of the 
actual conditions a more generous res- 
ponse will be made.

The present distress, keen as it is, is but 

a suggestion of the awful agony through 

which North Ghina must pass before the 

Winter is over, The task of relief is so 

colossal that business men are considering 
‘| what can be done to measure up to meet 
so appalling a calamity. It ia being felt 
that the Dominion Government should 
take it up. Recent dispatches reveal a 
situation so terrible as to be almost incred- 
ible. One writer states - ‘‘ It is not pos- 
sible to exaggerate the present conditions 
in China.”’ 

The Government of China has sent the 
following message to the Chinese Consul- 
General at Ottawa-‘‘Over one hundred 
thousand localities are affected, millions 
of people are destitute and dying of fam- 
ine. This is the biggest famine seen for 
forty years. Relief fund is urgently need- 
ed.’’ The American Ambassador at Pekin 
has cabled similar reports, adding that 
an international committee composed of 
men from the various foreign Cegations 
has been organised for relief work. 

The Presbyterian Church in Canada 
has cabled two sums of $5.000 each, but 
what is that among so many? 

At a meeting of the local committee, 
held in Knox Church, Calgary, on tne 
6th instant, it was reported that $200 had 
been subscribed in Alberta, It is felt 
that when the public are seized of the 
actual conditions a more generous res- 
ponse will be made, Contributions should 
be sent to T. Humphries, 902 Lancaster 
Building, Calgary.
